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Upland man’s visions 
become wood creations

Some people see faces in clouds. 
Some see shapes in the tumbling 
surf ... but Leonard Dhuyvetter has 
more tangible visions... he sees 
animals, harps, bowls, birds, 
dragons and other things in wood. 

The Upland man collects old 
branches, stumps as well as large 
and small chunks of wood. He hauls 
them into his backyamd workshop, 
blows out the dirt with a high 
pressure air blast, picks and digs for 
foreign pieces of wood, bugs and dirt 
stuck to the surface. 

He sands, polishes then seals the 
wood ‘‘with a finish my Dad told me 
how to make.” To bring up the high 
gloss in his works, Dhuyvetter 
sometimes applies 15 to 20 coats. 
“Othertimes,” he said, ‘‘it will only 


take a couple coats. It depends on 
the wood.”’ 

Dhuyvetter is a retired Navy 
lieutenant commander. He had 
“three ships sink under him during 
World War II.’’ His father in 
Belgium was a wood finisher, and 
Dhuyvetter said he has always loved 
wood and it’s warmth. ‘‘It’s 
impossible to describe (the feeling 
for wood),’’ he said. 

After World War II, the wood 
artist became the comptroller and 
plant manager for Lithoplate Inc., 
Covina. To get out of the hustle 
bustle of the flatlands, Dhuyvetter 
and his family moved into a ‘big A- 
frame I built in Running Springs.”’ 
He commuted 170 miles daily from 
there to Covina for three years. Life 
in the mountain retreat ceased after 
Dhuyvetter had an accident during a 
rock slide when he was going

downhill in a rainstorm. 

The family moved permanently 
to Upland and that was the end of 
hilltop living, though Dhuyvetter’s 
love of the woods and finding goed 
pieces to turn into art continued. 


“‘T go into the woods to find what I 
want,” be said. ‘‘These pieces you 
see are roots and branches, not 
driftwood. None of my things are 
driftwood.” 


He pointed out one he sees as the 
jaws of Lucifer. He had found the 
wood growing between two big 
boulders. It took six months to 
complete the work from a rugged 
stump into a polished ‘‘statue.” 

Another piece of wood looks like a 
“bowl of plenty.”” This came from a 
tree which had grown around an 
obstruction. It weighs 20 pounds. 


“See that Little Monster?’’ he 
asked. ‘‘That’s an old piece of a 
pepper tree which grew on Euclid 
Avenue.”’ 


As he tours a visitor throughout 
his house, wood art is seen 
everywhere ... on table tops, coffee 
table, end tables, the walls, floor 
and over the double mantels. 


‘‘Here’s an old dodo bird ... that’s 
a hugh horse’s neck ... see the totem 
pole? ... this is a brain ... that’s a 
roadrunner here's a benign 
serpent ... see the harp? ... how 
about this skull? Doesn't it look like 
a skull? ... that’s a haughty dog ... “ 

And finally, ‘‘This is my museum 
piece a dragon or a seahorse, 
whichever you want to see. I found 
this piece of wood up by Chaffey 
College half buried beneath | the 
ground.” 

Dhuyvetter's love for his hobby is 
obvious and enthusiastic :as he talks 
and caresses each piece of wood

Local officials blame fiscal woes on headquarters

Local American Red Cross 
officials are concermed that the 
agency’s current financial 
difficulties are the result of poor 
management by the county 
headquarters. 

The objections came following an 
ultimatum issued from the San 
Bernardino chapter office warming 
that the five outlying service 
centers, including the West End 
office in Ontario, would be shut 
down if fund-raising goals were not 
met by July. 

Beecher Medlin, chairman of the 
West End group, said his office had 
been earning enough money in the 
last several years to cover 
expenses, but West End eamings 
were underwriting losses in other 
areas. 

“Some of the service centers in 
the county are not carrying their 
own weight,”’ he said. ‘‘I don’t think 
the drain should come from the 
West End to support those offices.” 

Medlin said he recently advocated 
the closing of service centers in 
Fontana, Redlands and Victorville 
on the grounds the local 
communities were not supporting 
the offices financially. He added 
that the locations were 
geographically close enough to other 
service centers to receive 
emergency service when necessary.

Dairy study focuses on supply of water 


Older and Marvin Krieger, a county senior planner who 
is heading the study. 

‘Everybody seemed to be interested in water,” Krieg- 
er said after the session. ‘“‘The committee realized that 
water is the key to survival.” 

He said the group has begun collecting data for the sur- 
vey to be released to county supervisors next summer. 


. The quality and quantity of water appeared to be the 
main concern of a newly formed Community Advisory 
Committee which has undertaken a $50,000 study of the 
Chino Valley’s dairy industry. 


The 21-member committee has been charged with de- 
termining if it is in the industry's best interest to stay in 
the 18,000-acre Chino agricultural preserve or move else- 
where, preferably within San Bernardino County. 

If the recommendation is to move, the committee also 
has to make suggestions as to the best timing. 


A minority segment of the dairy industry has asked the 
county Board of Supervisors to break up the preserve so 
the owners can sell their land. They claim the Chino area 
land has become too valuable for farming and that they 
could operate dairies just as well elsewhere. 


The committee, composed of 10 representatives from 
the Ontario-Chino area, 10 from the high desert and one 
from Redlands, held its first meeting this week. It toured 
the dairies of board members Dimas Costa and Fred 
Douma in the morning, and then met for lunch. Accom- 
panying the group was First District Supervisors Robert

Court cases fought 
outside courtroom

Every Friday, lawyers and their 
clients gather in the jury delibega- 
tion room at the West Valley court 
complex and battle their cases out- 
side of the courtroom. 


Instead of a judge, a local at- 
torney — chosen for his expertise 
and experience — acts as mediator. 
The goal is to reach an out-of-court 
settlement. 


In the past, judges and court com- 
missioners supervised mandatory 
settlement conferences for family 
law matters (dissolution of 
marriage, child custody, spousal 
and child support). That took up a 
lot of court time and money. 


Under the new program, now in 
its third week, lawyers volunteer 
half a day every four weeks to 
supervise other attorneys trying to 
reach a settlement or narrow down 
the issues in their cases. 


“If a case still needs to go to 
court, the goal is to reduce it to as 
small a scope as possible so when it 
does go to court, it takes the least 
amount of judicial time possible,” 
said Jon D. Mikels, Superior Court 
coordinator. 


Approximately 24 local family law 
specialists have volunteered to par- 
ticipate in the program. A list of ex- 
perienced lawyers was drawn up by 
Mikels and Ontario attorney Don 
Haslam and reviewed by the 
Superior Court judges. 


In legalese, the attorneys work 
‘pro bono publico” (for the public 
good). Two attorneys supervise 
each Friday, one in the morning and 
one in the afternoon. Four con- 
ferences are held each hour, begin- 
ning at 9 a.m. and ending at noon 
and starting again at 1 and ending at 
4 p.m. Eight attorneys and their 
clients meet each hour. 

Similar programs have worked in 
other areas, including Pomona, ac- 
cording to Mikels.

filings, the judge was setting aside 
one full day and parts of other days 
to hear the matters,” he said. 


The idea for the program grew out 
of a conference held in December 
for local family law lawyers. “It 
was being proposed to do away with 
mandatory settlement conferences 
because there was not sufficient 
judicial time to hear the cases. The 
attorneys felt settlement con- 
ferences were very important and 
urged that we start this program,” 
Mikels said. 


The Superior Court clerk’s office 
schedules conferences for attorneys 
who have indicated they are ready 
to proceed with their cases. 


“Tt gives lawyers a time and place 
to talk about the case and include 
the clients,’ said Haslam, who is 
with the firm Covington and Crowe. 
‘And if there’s some question about 
an issue, such as child support, both 
sides are right there.” 


The program also benefits clients 
because it moves their cases 
forward more quickly, said Mikels. 
A judge is available to take a 
stipulated settlement or a trial date 
is set if no settlement can be reach- 
ed. 


Haslam said all but one lawyer on 
the list consented to participate. 
“It's beneficial to all because an at- 
torney who is a mediator in the mor- 
ning could very well be a litigant in 
the afternoon. It also gives lawyers 
a kind of insight into the judging and 
settlement process.”

done by programs,” she said. 

Plays for Living productions are 
unique in that no props are used ex- 
cept straight chairs, allowing the 
viewers to use their imaginations.

There are few gardening 
experiences that can rival 


growing your own 
vegetables.

of juicy tomatoes, crisp 
cucumbers, crunchy 
radishes, sweet corn and 
many more.

A million more Americans had vegetable gardens in 
1980 than in 1979. Is a garden worth the time and effort? 

To find out, Gardens for All, the Nonprofit National 
Association for Gatdening, asked gardening consultant 
and writer Dick Raymond to design, plant and evaluate 
the 25 x 30-foot ‘Independence Garden.”’ 


“‘T grew up during the Depression in a family with nine 
children,’’ says Raymond. ‘‘I started gardening when I 
was six because that’s how we survived. 

“This Independence Garden was designed to fit an 
average backyard and produced $547 worth of fresh 
vegetables. A garden is still an excellent investment 
today, particularly with every day’s newspaper telling us 
how expensive things will be in the future.” 


Raymond’s 750-foot garden produced more than a 
pound of food per square foot of garden space. The total 
yield was 772 pounds, not including, blemished 
vegetables and crop failures that reduced yields by 6 to 7 
percent. ‘‘This would have increased the value by 
another $30 or more, but we do have to take into account 
losses from pest and weather conditions that face every 
gardener.”’ 


‘The value of the garden was about 73 cents per square 
foot,’’ says Raymond, ‘‘and we used the average summer 
prices at three supermarkets. Freezing or canning some 
of the produce would increase the value. We counted only 
table quality vegetables.’’ 

In the test garden, 34 varieties were planted. Highest 
producing plants were tomatoes, summer squash and 
onions, and lowest were peppers. A 50-square foot corn 
planting .was lost to pests. 

According to a Gallup Survey of Gardening in 
America, sponsored by Gardens for All, some 34 million 
households produced some of their own food in 1980 in 
vegetable gardens. The typical expenditure for materials 
was $19.

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Planting a greenbelt is best protection from fires 


Mud slides and brush fires — protecting your property 
against them is neither cheap nor easy. But, according to 
a southern California nurseryman, it can be done most 
effectively by planting a greenbelt. 

Richard Greer, president of Pomona Wholesale 
Nursery, defines a greenbelt as a landscaped, irrigated 
zone separating a home from the brush covered and 
potentially flammable chaparral surrounding it. 

“Although the first purpose of a greenbelt is to slow 
the spread of fire, it also has a second purpose — stop- 
ping erosion and mud slides on land that has been recent- 
ly burned,” Greer explains. 

Essentially, there are four steps in constructing a 
greenbelt. “If your land was not burned in the recent 
fires, the first step is to remove all native brush from 
around the house.for no less than 100 feet,’ Greer says. 

Dense brush is particularly dangerous when it is grow- 
ing in a canyon below a house because of the chimney 
draft effect which literally pulls the flames up the ca- 
nyon to the house. In most cases, chaparral brush needs 
to be removed and replaced with low ground cover. It 
produces less fuel, thereby, preventing flames from rac- 
ing up the hillside 

If your land was burned, Greer advises installing 
emergency control measures to prevent flooding and 
mud slides 

“Plant burned slopes with minimum-hazard grasses 
such as soft chess, barley or annual ryegrass. Then cover 
them with either a jute matting or a straw mulch,” he 
Says 

Once the area around a house is prepared, the next step 
is to install a green belt 

The important thing is to choose ground covers, shrubs 
and trees that will let you keep a low level of fuel volume 
around your home while allowing you to have an 
asthetically pleasant landscape. 

The concept of low fuel volume is based on a simple 
fact — low growing plants usually have lower fuel 
volume than taller plants. However, that does not mean 
tall shrubs and trees can't be used. 

‘More flammable, taller plants — chamise, eucalyp- 
tus, coyote bush and rosemary — can be used but com- 
bine them with relatively nonflammable plants — ice 
plants and Algerian ivy. The important thing,’’ Greer 
says, ‘‘is to follow a regular routine of pruning, weeding 
and removing litter to reduce the amount of fuel 
available.”’ 

Which plants should you use in a green belt? 

That answer depends on each situation, but some 
plants are more effective than others. 

“Tn general,’ Greer says, ‘‘it is better to use plants 
that have deep roots, will resprout after a fire and are 
drought and smog tolerant.”

Tmmccdiag a Duncan Eader, show chairman, arils and 
other early blooming iris have subtle differences that set 
them aparet from the more familiar tall bearded iris, 
although the blooms may be almost the same size. Most 
of the iris in the show afe about one foot tall, compared 
with the three-foot-tall bearded species. 


Although there are a host of ground covers having one 
or more of those characteristics, some of the common 
ones include dwarf coyote bush, Algerian ivy, sunrose, 
African creeping daisy and creeping rosemary. (But 
Greer suggests that before you buy any plants that you 
check with an expert to find out which ones are best 
suited to your area.) 

‘Ice plants are good low fuel plants. But,’’ he cautions, 
“they have shallow root systems which make them less 
adaptable for erosion control than other ground cover. 
One alternative is honeysuckle, a low growing native 
that is drought tolerant and has a low fuel volume.”’ 

When you're ready to choose shrubs, Greer says you 
can pick from a wide variety, including Carmel creeper, 
a lower growing, drought resistant, evergreen shrub with 
thick leaves and bright blue flowers; rockrose, a low 
spreading evergreen shrub that is drought resistant: 
toyon, a California native that is drought resistant and 
can be used as a large specimen shrub or tree; and 
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oleander, a sturdy, drought tolerant shrub that grows to 
about 20 feet and resprouts after it is burned. 

You can also use some bushes such as scrub oaks, 
Point Reyes, Ceanothus, chokecherry and sugarbush and 
nurture them as short stemmed trees. 

“At a distance of about 25 or more feet apart, these 
shrubs can be kept in the low fuel volume category, 
provided they're pruned frequently,’’ he says. 

Most people assume trees are the worst fire hazard. 
And they can be, especially if homeowners forget to 
prune them. But when used intelligently, trees can help 
channel an initial convection heat wave away from a 
home, possibly saving it. 

When buying trees consider their drought tolerance, 
their ability to grow in alkaline soils and their smog 
resistance. Carob, eucalyptus, California pepper, 
Brazilian pepper, fan palms and Canary Islands pines 
each have one or more of these characteristics. 

“A newcomer to this area is the Mondell Pine. It’s 


smog, drought and alkaline resistant, but its most unique 
feature is its ability to grow four feet a year. Within five 
years a burned slope could have 12 to 14 feet tall Mondell 
growing on it,’’ Greer says. 

Once the green belt is installed, plants need to receive 
supplemental water when there isn’t enough rain to meet 
their water requirements. 

‘‘Watering plants is essential when there is a possibili- 
ty of fire, for the simple reason that most plants are less 
flammable when they have a higher water content.’’ 

But Greer does caution now to over water plants. ‘““You 
can kill or damage many drought tolerant species with 
too much water.” 

Once the green belt is established, Greer says it too 
can become a fire hazard if it isn’t properly maintained 
by pruning, removing litter, controlling weeds and 
renovating plantings. 

For further information, Greer suggests contacting a 
local nurseryman or county agent.

“Our first games were hilarious,”’ 
Ann Stromberg recalled. ‘Every 
time one of us would knock another 
down, the games stopped while we 
apologized. The coach would yell, 
“No! No! Keep playing,” she said. 

When Wynne Furth, Claremont 
city attorney, first thought of orga- 
nizing a soccer team she suggested 
the sport as ‘‘new territory in which 
male contemporaries were unlikely 
to be expert.” 

Stromberg, associate sociology 
professor at Pitzer College and ac- 
tive in the women’s studies pro- 
gram, helped organize the group. 
About 50 women initially responded 


Most of the women were reared 
during an era when few girl sports 
were offered in public schools. Some 
had no team sports experiences, she 
added. 

The organizers said “acceptable 
reasons” for joining the group in- 
cluded a desire to understand what 
their children were doing, a regret 
over never having played a team 
sport and a desire to “‘kick some- 
thing hard’’ on occasion. 

Other reasons included a need to 
run up and down a field and the mo- 
tivation of “‘getting into shape,” she 
added 


“No one is disqualified for having 
soccer experience,” said the attor- 

y. ‘“We need a certain number of 
athletes.” 

Steve Glass, assistance coach for 


the Pomona-Pitzer College soccer 
team, was recruited as coach. He 
outlined during the first practice 
sessions the rules of the game and 
physical conditioning recommended 
to avoid total humilitation and seri- 
ous injuries. 

“As the ball comes toward you, 
it’s no cause to panic,” he informed 
the women. ‘Instead of ducking, 
take some time to decide just where 
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the ball should be kicked. Have a 
team

“T found out how Washington runs 
and how difficult it is to get 
legislation passed. I also leamed 
how to utilize research sources and 
lobbying tactics,” Susan said. 


She became quite defensive when

Reagan’s budget cuts will eliminate 
bilingual teachers for Mexican 
students. 

‘“‘That program hasn’t been 
explained well,’’ she said. Susan

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Most people don’t know how 


much new home really costs

Do you know what price you pay 
for the money you use to buy a 
home? You may be well aware of 
the percentage interest rates, but 
did you ever pause to figure out 
what the ultimate total cost will be? 

It’s astronomical, really, in these 
days of extraordinarily high 
mortgage interest costs. 

You may pay back two or three 
times the money you borrow in in- 
terest costs long before the loan 
matures. 

It has often been said, and 
probably is true, that home buyers 
today are not as much concemed 
about the price of a dwelling, or the 
mortgage interest rates, as they are 
about the monthly payments. Can 
they afford the out-of-the-paycheck 
costs to cover principal and interest 
payments each month? That’s their 
bottom line. 

Relatively few owners who are 
paying off mortgages have given 
any thought about the total amount 
of payments they will make before 
they can claim their home as their 
very own, free of encumberance. 

A random, casual survey among a 
few friends brought some strange 
and varied answers. 

Most of them underestimated 
their total interest costs, responding 
with answers such as, ‘‘Oh, I guess 
half again as much as I borrowed, 
maybe a little more,” or, “I’d say 
my interest when I get my mortgage 
paid off will be about equal to the 
loan itself.” 

A few, very few were somewhere 
in actual ballpark figures with in- 
terest estimates of “two or more 
times’’ the loan, while some, acute- 
ly aware of how slow the loan prin- 
cipal shrinks during the early life of 
a mortgage, gave exaggerated 
guesses of, ‘‘Gosh, it must be four or 
five times as much.”’ 

So I did a little mathematical ex- 
ercise to came up with some exact 
cost figures, using as an example an 
$80,000 house sale, financed with an 
80 percent loan of $64,000 at 14 per- 
cent interest, the current conven- 
tional rate at the time this week. 
(Latest rate now 15 percent.) 


which a lender said would require a 
monthly payment of $758.32 to 
amortize principal and _ interest, 
mostly interest at the beginning. 
Thirty-year loans are now common. 

If my arithmetic is correct, that 
would be $9,099.84 each 12 months, 
multiplied by 30 years would add up 
to a grand total of $272,995.20. Sub- 
tract the original $64,000 loan 
amount and you come up with $208,- 
995.20 in interest costs over the life 
of the mortgage. Thus the interest 
costs alone are well more than three 
times the original loan. 

If you reduce the term of the 
mortgage to 20 years, your monthly 
payments go up $37.51 to $795.85, but 
even at 14 percent, total interest 
costs are much lower. It figures out 
like this payment totaling $9,550.20 
for the year, multiplied by 20 for a 
grand total of $191,004. Again sub- 
tract the $64,000 original loan and in- 
terest costs over the 20-year span 
amount to $127,004 just $1,000 short 
of double the original loan. 

There has been serious considera- 
tion given to extending mortgage 
loan terms to 40 years on the 
premise of lowering monthly 
payments so that more families 
with moderate incomes could 
qualify for loans. But so far, I’m not 
aware of any lender willing to ap- 
prove 40-year loans. It just doesn’t 
“pencil out,”’ as they say in the 
trade. 

For instance, the $64,000 loan used 
in the examples above would require 
a month payment of $750.08 to 
amortize in 40 years. That’s just 
$8.24 a month less than the 30-year 
loan. But look what is does to total 
interest costs.. 

The year’s payments would 
amount to $9,000.96. Multiplied by 40 
years, total payments over the life 
of the mortgage $360,038.40. But 
subtract the original $64,000 loan, 
and total interest costs are 
whopping $296,038.40. That’s 
substantially more than 4.5 times 
the loan, in interest costs alone. 

There is a school of thought that 
Says keep your residence mortgaged 
to the hilt. Use your built-up equity 
to invest in other opportunities, 
whether or not it is real estate. They 


this kind of logic. Suppose the other 
investment turns sour. Suppose you 
get overextended in borrowing on 
your equity. 

Many knowledgeable people in the 
trade say interest costs are not that 
important because, on the average, 
a house is resold within seven years. 
thus you don’t pay the exorbitant in- 
terest cost cited above. You also 
don’t reduce the loan principal to 
any significant measure in that span 
of time. 

But you may build up a substantial 
equity, due to the traditional pattern 
of appreciation which many buyers 
have used to upgrade their housing 
accommodations. So there is a valid 
point to this line of thinking. 

There’s also another side to this 
interest cost coin. High interest 
costs, even at today’s inflated rates, 
are not all that expensive when con- 
sidered from another angle. 

For many years, part of the, ad- 
vantage touted for home ownership 
has been the fact that owner can 
deduct interest and property taxes 
from the income on which he has to 
pay tax.
